The term ’property’ means anyipr0perty, right; or inter-
est including any leasehold interest., and debts-owedby
the Government of Cuba or by enterpri~e.s which have been~
nationalized., expropriated, intervened, or ~aken by ~he
Covernment of Cuba and debts which.,are a charge on.prop~
erty which has been ns~ionali~e~ exp~op~!ate~,-~n~ervene~,
or taken by the Government of~Cubso



This claim was opened inMay of 1967, by the C~n~i~io~ on the basis

of information received that the claimant was outside the United States.

Information concerning the program has been widely disseminated. The

Claimant, however, has not contacted the Commission.

Accordingly, since no claim has been asserted for interests in property

which was nationalized, expropriated or otherwise taken by the Government of

Cuba, it is
